A NEW INDUSTRY

United States Geologieal Sarvey
Gives Facts and Figures Regard-
ing the Potash Production

Potash solla were produced In the
United States in 19816 to the value of
$342,000, according to the United
States Geological Survey. Though
this figure I8 of interest as showing
a small beginning In the domestic
potash Industry, it becomes of little
Iimportance 18 the total needs of the
country are considered, for it repre
gents n quantity consumed in  less
than a week under normal condi
tions

Heduced Imports

The imports of refined potash salts
in 1016 were Tﬁ.llt :"”ll'. tons, or
elizhtly more than 25 per cent of
those in 1913, the latest normal year
of importation, lwmports of the pot-
ash fertilizers, kalnite, manure salts,
nnd double manure salts, amounted
to 20,427 long tons, or about 3 per
cent of those Iin 1013 Taking all
the potash solts together, the Imports
in 1916 were about one-tenth of
those under normal conditions,

Progress in Domestic Indostry

In the Survey report on the sub-
Jeet, W. C. Phalen states that potash
wis  recovered within the United
States as u by-product from the man-
ufacture of Portland cement at Riv-
erglde, Callf. By-product potash from
thig source has yielded a considera-
ble revenue, owing to the abnormal-
Iy high price for these salits, and in
obtaining It two other purposes have
boen subserved—Afirst, the saving of
additional materinl to be converted
into cement, and second, the olimin-
ation of the dust nuisance. At Hiver-
glde n discharge of 100 tons of dust
u day over the surrounding orange
groves has been prevented,

Potassinm  sulphate from alunite
was lirst placed on the market late in
October, 1915, by the Mineral Prod-
uets Corporation, at Marysvale, Utah
The production has not been large so
far, owing to the incidents connected
with a ploneer enterprise of this
character, Though certaln foreign
deposits of alunite have been worked
for potash alum, this is the first re-
corded yield of potash sulls as such
from alunite. The product is of high
prade,

The plant of the Potash Products
Co., of Omaha, Nebr., was establish
ed In the spring of 1915 at HoMand,
near Alllance. During about half of
the year the company obtained pot-
ash salts from the brine of an alkal-
ine lake in this region.

In addition to output from the
above sources potash was marketed
in 1915 from kelp obtained along the
Pacific coast,

Future Sources of Prodoction

Experimental work on the produc-
tlon of potaush salts from differem
sources was active Jduring the year,

A small quantity of potash salts
war probably produced from these
gilicate rocks and minerals during
18915 and found its way into mixed
fertilizers without intermediate re-
finement.
